MAIL TAKES 2 TO 
3 DAYS IN TRANSIT 


New York, Oct. 4.—(Special.}-—The 
air mail between Chicago and New 
York is both a waste of time .and 
money, according, to an~+experiment 
conducted by THE CHicaco TRIBUNE 
last week. Letters carrying the extra 
10 cents postage and deposited-in the 
special air mail boxes took from two 
to three days in transit. Letters post- 
ed by the Twentieth Century and the 
Broadway Limited trains were deliv- 
ered in 24 hours. 

A typical example of air mail delay 
may be found in the case of one letter 
posted at 5 p. m. Oct. 1. The envelope 
is postmarked “ Chicago Air Mail Oct. 
1, 8 p. m.; New York, Oct. 3, 8:30 p. m.” 
The letter was delivered to its destina- 
tion Oct. 4, 8 a. m. 

Another letter was posted in Chicago 
Oct. 2 at 2 p. m. It was postmarked 
“Chicago Air Mail, Oct. 2, 6 p. m.; 
New York, Oct. 3, 6:30 p. m.” It was 
delivered Oct. 4, at 8 a. m. 

Both letters bore the handsome 
stamp of a flying airplane—“ Air Mail 
Saves Time.”

Nevertheless, the 
deed is not yet signed and sealed—much less deliv- 
ered—and as the American public begins to realize 
that the court is regarded abroad as a most im- 
portant functionary of the league, there is likely to 
re such a protest against adhesion to the court in 
any form whatever as cannot be ignored or denied. 

The league-is no more popular with the over- 
whelming majority of Americans than-ever. Look- 
ing over the old world scene, at the Riff war and 
the Druses war, and Mosul and back over the past 
since the Paris conference, the American people 
feel no urge to tear up the advice of Washington 
and Jefferson and follow the theorizing of Wilson 
into the European political poker game. We have 
no use for the league, and we have no intention of 
getting committed to it by way of adhesion to one 
of its most important functionaries. 


That is the trouble with the present international 
court plan. Our leaguists in the United States and 
advocates of the court not openly for the league, 
both say that entering the court will not get us 
irito the league. We do not accept their assurances. 


utility should be very carefully considered. We do 
not think we ought to adhere to the court unless 
it can be completely and indubitably divorced from 
the league, 


But if our government should commit us to the 
court and we should later find that, in spite of our 
reservations, we are charged with unforeseen re- 
sponsibilities implied or imposed by the league sys-

That will not 
make for peace, and we suggest that efforts to 
finesse our government into some commitment to 
the league are not foresighted or in the real inter- 
est of international amity and stability.

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A LESSON IN FEEDING. 


HE way to make money fattening 

hogs is to pen them in close quar- 

ters and to feed them at regular 

intervals. Under the old method 
feed was kept in the trough all the time. 
It was found that this method was not 
the best one. The hogs would eat as 
much as they could hold and then they 
would lie down for a nap. They would 
not get°up ‘to feed again until they got 
fajrily hungry. Food constantly in sight 
did not.make for:appetite. The improved 
method is feeding at short intervals. 
About once every three hours from early 
until dark, feed is run into the troughs. 
The noise of the feeding and the sight 
and smell of the fresh food draws the 
hogs to the trough. 

‘ {The next: step consists in hooking up 
the feeding bin with a bell and an elec- 
tric light. At three hour intervals, dav 
and night, the bell rings, the light flashes 
up and the feed flows into the trough. 
The hogs wake up, feed and then lie 
down and sleep again. The plan is to 
Keep the abdomen tightly distended all 
the time. Obviously, the digestive or- 
gans are kept working hard and over- 
time.

Chickens are fattened for market ac- 
cording to the same general rule. They 
are confined in close coops. In front of 
thése are curtains. Every few hours, at 
stated times, the curtain is run up and 
feed is put in the coops. The chickens 
wake, get off the roosts, and feed. When 
the chickens have fed, the curtains are 

pulle@ down and-sleep its resumed... In 
order that feeding may be done at night 
electric lights are placed in front of the 
COOPS. | These are turned on at feeding 
time.

For many years in a changing world Yale college 
has steadfastly continued to -demané@ of its ‘under- 
graduates compulsory daily church attendance. The 
custom has survived, perhaps, because at Yale some 
‘things are honored for their age and because, inci- 
dentally, a compulsory chapel service at 8:20 in the 
morning can be relied upon to rouse the sleepy heads. 
It has seldom been claimed for Yale’s morning serv- 
ice that it was essentially religious: for the service 
itself is a swift scramble between breakfast and the 
first morning classes at 8:30, and attendance vhas, 
_ been, by custom, required solely of students of aca- 
demic learning in the college; students in the scien- 
tific half of Yale (Sheffield) have been exempt. ; If 
the custom were essentially religious rather than 
essentially antique, an attempt might have been 
made to extend it generally throughout the univer- 
sity. Yale undergraduates have pointed this out 
upon occasion, and argued, in addition, that it is a 
little irreligioua. for a chapel service to. be used as 
an alarm clock, a little humiliating for college stu-

THE WATER TERMINAL. 


Chicago, Sept. 30.—I am thoroughly in 
accord with your editorial, “No Place 
for a Water Terminal.”” The center of 
the city of Chicago is too congested and 
land too valuable to be used for dock 
purposes. You have to go up the Chicago 
river seyeral miles before property is 
priced at less than $1 a square foot, 
while the most desirable locations on the 
Calumet river, with rail connections, are 
available at from 50 cents to $1 a square 
foot. 

Chicago is fortunate in having two 
rivers. The Calumet river is wider, 
deeper, has fewer bridges, and can ac- 
commodate the largest lake vessels, 
which the Chicago river cannot do. 

With the development of Lake Calumet 
into an inland harbor Chicago will have 
approximately fifteen miles of dock 
frontage. . What more is needed in the 
way of a harbor? We have the Munici- 
pal pier at Grand avenue, and with piers 
at Wilson avenue and 39th street the 
fruit shipping from Michigan could be 
well taken care of. 

The construction of stationary bridges 
on the Chicago river the full width of 
the street and at every street would in- 
crease the value ef rea} estate as far 
west as Ashland avenue hundreds of 
millions of dollars, resulting in a tremen- 
-dous increase in its taxable value to the 
city. Today Chicago is cut in two for 
the benefit of a few freight boats which 
operate only about nine months in the 
year, block traffic, and prevent the de- 
velopment of the near west side.

She defeated Mrs. Alexa 
Stirling Fraser of the Royal Ottawa 
club, Ottawa, Ont., three times winner 
of the title, 9 and &. in a thirty-six 


| hole match. 


The golf played by Miss Collett today 


‘shattered all records for women’s play 
,over the St. Louis club course. In the 


morning round she made a concession- 
al medal score of 76 strokes. The con- 
ecssion was 1 stroke she paid for lay- 
ing herself a stymie on the tenth green. 
The actual score was 77, but the stymie 
wouldn’t have developed in medal play 
and the scorekeepers gave the cham- 
pion the 76. The best previous score 
over the course was 77 strokes. 


Glenna Has Early Lead. 


In the afternoon Miss Collett played 
the first ten holes in even fours. The 
match ended on the tenth green, but 
after the congratulations had been said 
by Mrs. Fraser and officials of the 
United States Golf association, the 
champion finished the round and shot 
a 75. In that round of 75 was one 
penalty stroke for lifting a ball, one 
seven stroke hole, and one three putt 
green. 

Miss Collett’s superiority over Mrs. 
Fraser was apparent early in the 
match. At @he ninth hole the Provi- 
dence girl was 3 up. At the end of the 
morning round she had a lead of 4 
holes. After twenty-seven holes Glenna 
had Mrs. Fraser dormie 9, and the 
'match ended when the twenty-eighth 
hole was halved. 

Tonight officials of the U. 8S. G. A.

Watch Banks’ Rates. 

‘fhe respective attitude toward the dis- 
esunt rate, taken by the Bank of Eng- 
land and the federal reserve ereates an 
unquestionably curious situation. Be- 
fore Thursday’s weekly meetings of the 
boards of the two institutions, Wall 
street at any rate had convinced itself 
that the New York bank rate would be 
advanced and that no change would be 
made in the rate at London. On the 
following day, when the reserve bank 
left its 3% per cent official rate un- 
changed while the Bank of England re- 
duced its rate from 4% to 4, the Wall 
street market was undoubtedly per- 
plexed. 

Evidently enough the preference of the
